At this meeting it was hinted, that the chairing, 
mufic, &e. commonly uſed on ſuch occaſions, tended 
only to inflame the heart, without infolming the 
head; and by that means, urged per ſons of weak 
Judgment and ſtrong paſſions into diſorders, diſtur- 
'bances, and riots, 

A tally here means an equal number of men claſſed 
together, and whoſe names are regularly entered in- 
to a liſt for the ſake of knowing who has, who is 
polled, and who are ready to poll. : 

A tally prevents all ſuſpicĩon of partiality in the re- 
'turving officer, or over bearance of any party poſſeſſed 
of power, from running too far a-head in point of 
numbers before the other, till an inevitable neceſſity 
forces the weaker to lag behind ſor want ef voters: to 
compleat its tally—this gives both parties equal 
ſpirits to exert themſelves during the conteſt, and 
encourage them to Yotheir belt while any thing: re- 
maius in their power to do. 

It very often happens ia-conteſts, that there are four 
candidates for two offices a man ought io have 
an excellent intereft'-who attempts to oppoſe a joint 
intereſt of two on his own bottom; it being almoſt 
Hke one man attempting to fight two ata time: he. 
therefore, who has hopes of wingiag, commonly 
to ſtrengthen his own intereft, and weaken his adver- 
ſary's, obtains the beſt and likelieft partner he can 
get to join him in the attempt, which ſometimes by 
ſuch junction, not only encreaſes his o.. power, and 
prevents himſelf from failing, but even often brings 
His partner in beſides.— He who polls for both, thete 
perſons is called—a double vote. 

A junction of this kind com mouly divides its oppo- 
nents friends, and ſome of them often by ſuch divi- 
Hon, vote for one candidate of each party — this is 
what makes —a ſplit vote. 

It ſometimes happens from very good reaſons, known 
only to the voter's ſel. that nene but one candidate 
appears deſerving of the ſuffrage he has to give, ant 

accord- 
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accordingly conſcientiouſly gives his vote but to one 
—this makes a fingle vote. & | 

It alſo often happens, that men by various cauſes, 
have an equitable, but not a legal right of polling, as

The reader may perceive, that in making up: tal- 
lies, ſome one may be a ſplit, ſingle, or rejected vote;

This is a legal and proper inequality, which the 
favourite of the majority often obtains and deſerves ; 
and therefore during the poll, he ſhould not be de- 
prived of the appearance of it in his favour, This 
advantage would be rendered uſeleſs, if the leſs po- 
pular candidates were permited to poll a ſingle vote to 
make up that deficiency; then no ſuch majority could 
appear, and this would damp his partiſans fpirits.

Mr Phipps w1s ſatisfied, Nor could he juſtly be 
otherwiſe, for on theſe principles did his party uſe 
barber ſurgeons” hall for muſtering his party every 
morning. 

An elderly gentlemen came in one of Blackett and 
Ridley's rallies to poll: He was aſked by Phipps and 
Delaval's interrogator, when his guilds were called 27 
he aul vered about forty yearsago, (though he had but 
taken up his freedom a month before.) As the great 
conteſt between Blackett und Fenwick, and Carr and 
Ridley, happened ſoon after that time, and this per- 
ſon was pot found to be a voter at that election, it 
«as ſurmiſed he might have had his guilds ſtopped 9 


or 


t Refore a man is legally allowed to be a freeman of Neweaſtle, he 
mult, if he claims by ſervitude, have his name called aloud three times 
in the open court; which confilts of a meeting of the mayor and bur- 
gelſes at large, and which the ſtewards of the teſpective companies of- 
ten do, and ſhould always be particularly careful to attend to prevent 
impoſitions. If he claims by patrimony, i. e. by being the ſon of a 
freeman, then once calling ſerves. This is what is called calling his 

1 ild. 

p 5 On calling the name in guild, if any freeman knows, or ſuſpects 
the perſon called, not to have ſerved duly his apprenticeſhip, his father 
not legally free before, or even has not acquainted the ſtewards of the 
reſpeftive company he claims fellowſhip to, with his intention of 
claiming the right by haviog his guild called, or any other impediment 
that may annul his claim; he may, by his voice alone, ſtop that man's 
preſent claim. This is what is called fopping bis guild. 

If it is (topped, the common council claim a right of enquiry, and 
2s they ſee fit, take the ſtop off, or let it reſt on. If they do take it 
off, the next guild, ſuch perſon gets called, paſſes for his ſecond, (the 
hr(t being reckoned one.) If it ſtays on, tbe perſon claiming cannot 
obtain his freedom. 

Whether ſuch power reſls by law or charter in the common 
council, appears to me very doubtful. For, if the conncil has legally 
hat power, it has aQtually the power of making as many legal free- 
men as it pleaſes, without ever conſulting the burgeſſes or ftewards of 
the companies about the matter. Any man, free or not free, may 
dave his name called in guild, if the town clerk chuſcs to call it; and 
though it ſhould be (topped, and ſtopped reaſonably too, by a ſteward 
or burgeſs in guild; yet if the common council do rot both think and 
chuſe to act as if it was fo, I do not ſee any thing to hinder ſuch

That this power is, and ſhould be lodged ſome where, is granted. 
But it is more conſonant with reaſon, to ſuppoſe it is lodged in the 
mayor and burgeſſes at large, when met together accerding to charter; 
| or in other words, the court of guild, than in the eommon council, 
1 who 09ght to be, in this caſe, but the agents, or a delegated commit- 
tes of the court of guild, to tranfact ſuch buſineſs as may come be- 
b tore them, according te the law of England, and charter of the place. 
1 To ſuppoſe the common council a ſuperior court to that of the 
| guild, is to tuppoſe the guild to have no power at all; except we can 
fuppoſe the guild only the offspring of the common council. But the 

sontraty is too evident to be denied. 

To ſappoſe the guild ſuperior tothe council, is to ſappoſe the com- 
mon conacil to be only as is before obſerved, a body of delegates in 
traſt, u hich may, and ought to be checked, by the body of the dele- 
gators, whenever they act cantrary to that 47ſt, or the good of the 
whole. This niay be done two. ways, either by a negative power of 

reventing their proceeding or by having an Ctive one of their own. 

Whether of the two is the legal or conſtitutional one of this town, 

I dare not pretend to fay; but think it ouglit to be knows and 
defined.

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diſcuſſed as it ought—'till that was done, is ſaid no 
more than—that very certain facts may be hard to 
prove, and therefore, we ſhould not require the beſt 
proof we can get for uncertain ones. 

Mr Lee obſerved the manner of admitting freemen 
was different in moſt towns, and that the book de- 
manded was not the legal one in which the freemen 
were entered, but a private one kept on purpoſe for 
the uſe of the common-council, and that the other * 
in which the names were entered on ſtamps, was in 
court, and would ſatisfy any one that they were ad- 
mitted—he laid preat ſtreſs on theconfuſion and hind- 
erance of buſinel; which always proceed from a multi- 
plicity of records being produced in ſuch places as ir 
was—a pretty way of arguing truly, —to prove that 
ene record ſhould not be produced, becauſe many 
might do miſchief— tis like endeavouring to perſuade 
4 hungry man from eating, by telling him of the 
miſchief which attends gluttony, 

Mr Phipps acknowledged corporations differed in 
all parts with reſpect to admiſſion of freemen, but as 
the act was very explicit to have all books relating to 
ſuch admiſſions produced, he was very certain, that 
book came under that denomination, and was not on- 
ly part, but even the moſt material part of admiſſion, 
the very ground-work of every thing, and the only 


proof commonly accepted by the freemen, for the o- 


ther was no more than an office copy from the other, 
a legal neceſſary form, which could not be made either 
formal or legal, but by the propriety of the proceed- 
ings being firſt duly entered in the other, which they 


ſeemed deſirous to conceal : farther—if thelaw did not 


enforce obedience in this caſe, the returning officer 


might wilfully ſhat his eyes againſt all proof; and by 


refuſing to examine ſuch like evidence as theguild book; 
an alderman, with a few creatures of the common- 
council and the underſtrappers in office, might make 
a thouſand votes at any time, and eaſily poll them'to 


ſerve a favonrite purpoſe. 
Mr Lee anſwered, it was but reaſonable to ſuppoſe 


the law had allowed the ſheriff to judge whether there

Mr Phipps returned Mr Lee his compliments on 
himfelf, in regard to integrity and abilities, but jocu- 
larly obſerved that all Jawyers had two con/tiences, one 
they uſed for themſelves as men and gentlemen in 
private life, the other was always at the ſervice” of 
their clients, and he made no doubt, but it was or the 
latter he had founded and declared his opinion in re- 
gard to his ſitting as member—he therefore looked 
upon it as a thing of courſe, but obſerved, that Mr 
| Lee had proved what he wanted him to believe; fer 
he, like Mr Lee, deſired to be informed whether the 
guilds were fraud .tly ſtopped or not—if they were 
the guild book would ſhew' it by producing it in court 
| —if they were not, the guild book would ſhew it till 
—if Mr Lee wanted either to be informed himſelf, or 
inform others, he deſired they would do ſo, for that was 
all he wanted ; and if either the ſtoppers or takers off 
were guilty, it would of conſequence, bring the thing 

_ wanted into court to prove it the guild-book. 

> He went farther, and ſaid it was the ſheriff's duty 
_— to get the evidence required, who is puniſhable if he 
== docs not endeavour or neglects to get it: but if i: 
OL * 
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officer refuſes who keeps ſuch evidence, to deliver it 
on the ſheriff's demand, then ſuch officer's refuſal ac- 
quits the ſheriff, and he becomes amenable and muſt 
anſwer for it—ſaid,' that the houſe of commons was 
an houſe of appeal, and it was a known rule in law 
that the ſubje& was not to be put about for his re- 
medy, but had a right to claim it at the firſt hand. 
Mr Lee in reply ſaid, the houſe of commons wes 
not an houſe of appeal enly, but alſo of matter of 
fact—and as an inſtance, named che (caſe of bribery, 
which, though immediately before the ſheriff, yet he 
could not enquire into particulars, whether a man 
who intended to vote was bribed or not, but the houſe 
of commons would enquire into it, for all the ſheriff 
could or had to do, was to adminiſter the oath. 
Mr Phipps anſwered, that as there had been inſtan- 
ces of a ſheriff's ſhutting his eyes againſt all proof, 
in the laſt election for Cumberland, and of freemen be- 
ing illegally defrauded of their juſt priviledges, by the 
very perſons who were appointed to admit them in the 


conteſt at Morpeth; he did not know but it might 


be done again, and therefore inſiſted, the book requeſt 
ed, ſhould be brought into court. | 
Mr Fawcett hinted as much, that the guild book 
was not the property of the ſheriff, but in the cuſtody 
of the town-clerk, aud that as the act ſeemed to ſet a 
limited time for the examination of ſuch records, and 
that time was any time before“ and one month after” 
an election; it poſſibly might mean to excuſe ſuch a 
demand being made by the ſheriff during the conti- 
nuance of the poll, and might even reſt it ſolely on the 
demand being made to the town-clerk by one of the 
candidates or their agents. 


Mr Harriſon as agent for Phipps and Delaval, de- 
manded

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manded the beok of Sir Matthew, as mayor ofthe town, 
in whoſe cnſtody it was kept, and Mr Phipps demand- 
ed it to be ſent for into court by the ſheriff. + 

The ſheriff ſeemed at a loſs what to. anſwer, but 
Mr Wilſon, counſel for Blackett and Ridley, ſoon ſet 
him looſe ; cutting the knot at once by calling out to 
the oppoſite party. tale your remedy the ſhe- 
riff referred it to his counſel, he gave his refuſal, and 
the poll went on. - 

This unwillingneſs to produce the boek, and ra- 
ther than produce it, run the hazard of paying a fine 
of 100l. raiſed the jealouſy of a great number of bur- 
geſſes, which was greatly encreaſed by the unexpected 
number of out-voters which polled the three firſt days 
for the magiſtrates candidates—voters, many of whoſe 
names, much leſs perſons and parents, could net be 
recollected or remembered ever to have been reſidents 
or freemen of the place within the memory of man; 
and this jealouſy was ſtill heightened by the determi- 
nation of the ſheriff to poll every one wha received 
alms and lived in hoſpitals, notwithſtanding the re- 
peated reſolutions of the houſe of commons againſt 
admitting ſuch in many places; yet there was not. 
one voter refuſed on that account. 

The other party obſerved, they had taken pains to 
examine the books of record with accuracy, and with 
a trouble and labour which their opponents might 
have taken as well as themſelves, and had found num- 
bers of perſons entitled to their franchiſe which ſcarce- 
ly knew it, owing to there not having been occaſion 
for the exerciſe of their privilege, for ſuch length of

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time, numbers of the out-liers had really loſt it by 
their parents not having taken it up; but there were 
ſtill found multitudes whoſe parents had done fo, and 
conſequently were entitled to their freedom ; that this 
number was more conſiderable than was at firſt ima- 
gined, even by themſelves, whoſe poſt it was to look 
tor, and collect them together; no wonder then, that 
thoſe who had taken no ſuch pains to be informed 
about the matter were ſurpriſed, at what is but ſur- 
priſing for want of conſideration and knowing better. 

On whether ſide truth is, 'tis hard to tell at pre- 
ſent—time may throw ſome light upon the queſtion, 
and enable us to judge juſtly—my preſent opinion on 
the matter is, that both parties are in extremes, and 
that one fide has ſtretched its power, and the o- 
ther its cenſure, too far in this reſpect Let us 
do juſtice. | 

A perſon came up to poll, who had been rejected 
the day before, from his conſciencious refuſal of the 
oath of abjuration He had read it over in the mean 
time, and found it, on examination, what was conſo- 
nant to his reaſon, and what he might very ſafely 
take. It was tendered him. —he took it, —and, after 
polling for Phipps and Delaval, Sir Walter roſe from 
his ſeat, and addreſſing himſelf to the voter, faid, 
Sir, finding you now a firm friend to your country 
«« and this conſtitution, it gives me much greater 
«« pleaſure than the rejection of your vote: And I am 
better pleaſed with your conduct in voting againſt 
*« me on this conſideration, than I ſhould have been 
* at your ſtill refuſing the oath.” —He ſpoke this in 
a manner that convinced me was ſincere, and my 
heart could not refuſe him the applauſe its merit 
deſerved. 

Another man eame up: He was tendered the bri- 
bery oath,—held the goſpels in his hand, and under 
pretence of kiſſing them, ſmacked his lips at ſome 
diſtance from the book. A clamour immediately en- 
ſued, and on the oath being again repeated, he un- 
willingly preſſed it towards his mouth, and ſo appa- 


rently againſt his will, that the under ſheriff impru- 
dently

ing ſo ſacred a tie, ought to have been turned ary, 


lovers of peace. The ſheriff and his counſel behav- 
ed with all the apparent candour, men in their cir- 


cumſtances could do; and any man may conceive 


it no eaſy matter to do ſo, and fit undiſturbed be- 
tween two jarring parties, eſpecially when it is con- 
ſidered how many there are in both intereſts, who are 
too apt to join ill-nature and anger to party warmth 


and difference of ſentiments. Few conſider that eve- 


ry man ought to be allowed the ſame liberty with 
himſelf; and to debar him of it, while he does not 
endeavour to debar others of that liberty, is wound- 
ing the very eſſentials of natural juſtice, and laying a 
foundation for every ſpecies of tyranny. 

Phipps and Delaval retired from the huſtings a- 
bout noon on the Tueſday; a proceeding not in my 
power to account for ſatisfactorily. Whether it aroſe 
from perceiving the number of new freemen which 
continually poured on them, were eaſily encreaſed 
by the power the magiſtrates had aſſumed, and 
which their ſtaying they thought might only ſerve to 
encreaſe the exertion of; or from the tenderneſs 
they might feel for thoſe who had promiſed them 
their ſuffrages, and meant, and would have fulfilled 
their promiſes had they ſtayed, and thought theic 
voting for them would have done any ſervice, and 
by ſuch retirement would afford them a gentcel 
way of declining ſuch ſuffrages as they meant to 
give, is more than I ſhall preſume to ſay: But can— 
not help thinking it would have been for their in- 
tereſt to ſtay. Sir Walter and Sir Matthew had pol- 
led a great number of ſuſpeted minors-—known pau- 
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and new voters. The firſt are clearly illegal 
on proof; the ſecond are ſo much ſo, that the odds 
are ten to one, but every one would have been ſtruck 
off on a fair trial; and as to the third, there is ſuf- 
ficient ground to query their legality for either ſide. 
And thoſe whoſe knowledge in theſe matters afford 
them ideas ſufficient for reflection, will admit that 
the writ of election is directed to the freemen, who 
are ſuch at the date, or teſt, of the writ, not to thoſe 
who are admitted after. And though every ſuch are 
legal treemen of Newcaſtle, yet they are not legal 
voters at this election. The illegal deſign, or occa- 
fonal intention of making, renders them dubious, 
and taints their ſuffrages in law, reafon, and equity. 

That the magiſterial party themſelves had ſome 
fears of this kind, appears very probably from their 
proceedings | 

They ranſacked every place, and brought voters 
from the moſt diſtant parts, and polled after the op- 
poſite candidates had retired, every man that they 
had ready; and as a reaſon, gave out that they would 
convince oppoſition, their ſtreugth was incomparably 
ſuperior, and prevent future attempts, by ſhewing the 
greatneſs of the preſent diſparity. 

This, to a thinking perſon, perſuades the very con- 
Trary, it wiſhes to have believed good wine needs 
no buſh, and real ſtrength commonly conceals it- 
felf, while a ſelf-conſcious weakneſs aims at its ap- 
pearance only, to cover its own deficiency. 

It cannot be ſuppoſed that the low vanity of con- 
quering the conquered, or ſtabbing a dead man, could 
ever actuate the magiſterial party no, I will not 
do them the injuſtice to ſuppoſe ſo—their aims were 
nobler than their pleas would have us believe—they 
knew they had doubtful freerzn—numerous paupers, 
and multitudes of new-coined voters on their poll 
they knew theſe were exceptionable, and did not 
chnſe to run the hazard of that exception—they 
would not—they durſt not drop their poll on a mo- 
derate majority, and eveu feared, being ſafe an a very 
great ORC.

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If they had the other low aims only in view, policy 
wonld have dictated otherwiſe—by polling all, they 
ſhewed all their force; and thoſe forces are as ready 
fer their antagoniſts as themſelves the firſt conteſt 
that happens—this was contrary to their intereſt, and 
impolitic to the greateſt degree—the very cudgels 
they needleſsly brought out of oblivion, may hereaf- 
ter be uſed in breaking their own heads; this is ſelt- 
evident the burgeſſes may ſtill hope, for if the Muſ- 
covite Peter had never been beaten by the Swediſh 
Charles, Ruſſia would never have been the powerful 
empire it now is. | 

The magiſterial party have not the hearts of the 
people, the expenſive manner in which they proceed - 
ed, and the frugal one of their opponents, muſt tell 
them that intereſt, hope, or fear, not inclination, are 
their only ſupport—the weak huzzas and thin train 
of attendants at the chairing of the members tells 
them ſo—and their appointing a numerous band of 
conſtables to precede the proceſſion, proclaims they 
— know it too. | 

If a man had ſeen the uncommon daſh of great men 
which graced the train of the magiſtrates members in 
their eanvas, and going from Sir Waltei's to the huſt- 
ings the firſt day of election, he would certainly have 
thought it an aſſociation of power that would have 
born down all before it, without ever being neceſſita- 
ted to make uſe of the artful ſhifts which the crag- 
nies of the law permits power to play through with 
impunity. 

I ſay, had he ſeen ſuch a train as this, he would 
never have believed it poſlible that its oppoſite party 
would have done what it has done, and yet promiſing 
to do more a party, which had not in it, one lord, 
ene baronet, one knight, one. magiſtrate, one counſel - 

or, ane place man, and the reader may be ſure then 
not one biſhop, dean, prieſt or deacon. 
Perſons may well wonder who conſider the ſtrength of 
this oppoſition, that the burgeſſes made the ſtand they 
did, or had even any hope of ſucceſs—rhey had every 
thiag to oppoſe which united wealth, influence, aad 
power could cxert againſt them in the counties of 
New- 
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Newcaſtle, Northumberland, and Durham—all three 
were exerted to the utmoſt, and had the firſt canvaſs
